cil. He shall sign all acts, memorials, ad- 
dresses,and resolutions ; and all write, war- 
rants, and subpenas issued by the Council, 
shall be signed by him«and attested by the 
Secretary.

T. In all cases the President shall have the 
right of voting, and on all questions he shall 
vote last. 37 

8. In case of any disturbance or disorderly 
conduct in the lobby, the President, (or the 
Chairman of the Committee of the Whole) 
shall have power to order the same to be 
cleared. 

9. A majority of the members elected to 
the Council shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of busmess. 


10. Reporters wishing to take down the 
debates may be admitted by the President, 
who shall assign such places to them on the 
ffoor, or elsewhere to effect their object, as 
shall not intefere with the convenience of 
the Council. 


11. After the Journal has been read and 
corrected, the order of the business shall be 
as follows : 

1. Letters, petitions, memorials, and re- 
monstrances, and accompanying documents, 
may be presented and referred. 

2 Resolutions may be offered and consid- 
ered; notices of leave to introduce bills may’ 
be given, and bills may be introducéd on 
leave granted. 


l. Tur Council shall choose according to 
law, one of its members to occupy the Chair, 
who shall be styled the “ President of the 
Council,” and who shall hold his office during 
the session thereof, unless he be removed 
therefrom by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present. 


2. The President shall take the Chair at 
the hour to which the Council shall have ad- 
journed, shall immediately call the members 
to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall cause the Journal of tho preceding day 
to be read and corrected. 


3. He shall preserve order and decorum; 
may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Counc] by any 
member. Heshall rise to put a question, 
but may state it sitting. 


4. Questions shall be distinctly put, in this 
form,vz: “ As many as are of the opinion that 
(as the question may be) say aye;" and af- 
ter the affirmative voice is expressed, " As 
many as are of a contrary opinion, ‘say no.” 
If the President doubts, or د‎ division be 
called for, the Council shall divide, those in 
the affirmative of the question shall first rise 
from their seats, and afterwards those in the 
negative. 


5. The President shall call some member to 
the Chair when the Council votes to go into 
the Committee of the Whole, and may then 
debate the question before the committee. 
He shall also have the right to name a mem- 
ber to perform the duties of thé Chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
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18. When a motion is made and seconded, 
it shall be stated by the President, or being 
in writing, it shall be handed to the Char 
and read aloud before debated.

23. On a previous question there shall be 
no debate. * All incidental questions of order 
arising after a motion is made for the previous 
question, and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether-on appeal or otherwise, 
without debate. 


24. When a motion or question has been 
oncé put and carried ın the affirmative or 
negative, it shall be in order for any member 
who voted in the majonty, or when the 
Council is equally divided for د‎ member who 
voted in the negative, to move for a recon- 
sideration, thereof on the same or the suc- 
ceeding day, and such motions shall take 
precedence of all other questions, except a 
motion to adjourn A motion of reconsid 
eration being put and lost shall not be re- 
newed, 2 


25. Any nremiber may call for a division 
of the question when the same will admit of 
it. A motion to strike out and insert shall 
be deemed to be indtvisible. A motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude an 
amendment, nor a motion to strike out and 
insert. 


26. Every petition,memorial, remonstrance, 
resolution, bill, and report of committee 
shall be endorsed with its apropriate title,

12. When any member is about to speak 
in debate, or deliver any matter to the Coun- 
ci, he shall rise from his seat and respect- 
folly address himself to “Mr. President,” 
and shall confine himself to the question un- 
der debate and avoid personality. 


13. When apr’ member is called to order, 
he shall sit down until it is determined 
whether he ts in order or not, and if a mem- 
ber be called to order for words spoken inde- 
bate, the exceptionable words shall be taken 
down in writing immediately. 


14. When two or more members happen to 
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N rise at once, the President shall name the 


member who is first to speak. 


15. Whilst the President is putting a quès- 
tion or addressing the Council, none shall 
walk out of or across the roofn, nor in such 
case, or when a member is speaking, shall en- 
tertain pnvate discourse, nor while a mem- 
beris speaking shall pass between him and 
the Char. Every member shall remain un- 
covered during the sessión of the Council 
No mertiber or other person shall visit or re- 
main by the Secretary’s table while the ayes 
and nays are calling or ballots are counting 


16. No member shall vote on any question 
in any case where he was not within the bar 
of the Council when the question was put, 
unless by leave of the Council. / 


17. Every member who shall be in the 
Couneil when the question is put shall give 
his vote unless the Council for special reasons 
shall excuse him 
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35. All bills and jomt resolutions requiring 
the approval of the Governor shall, before 
the passage thereof, be considered by the 
Council in the same manner as if m Commit- 
tee of the Whole, unless otherwise ordered. 
At the conclusion of such consideration, the 
President shall report to the Council and the 
Council may then take action thereon. 


36 The final question. upon the second 
reading of every bill or other paper, origina-

38. A bill or resolution may be committed 
to a committee at any time previous to its 
passage, and if any amendment be reported 
upon such commitment by any other -than 
the Committee of the Whole, it shall be 
again read asecond time, considered in the 
Committee of the Whole, and the question 
for the third reading and passage again put. 


39. Immediately after the passage of any 
pills or other papers to which the concur- 
rence of the House of Representatives is to 
be asked, it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary to transmit the same to the House, un- 
less. some member of the Council shall make 
a motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
Council passed said bill or other paper, in 
which case the Secretary, shall not transmit 
said bill or paper until me motion to recon- 
sider has been put, and on the concurrence 
in any bill or other paper of the House of 
Representatives by the Council, or on the 
concurrence or disagreement in any vote of 
the House, it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary to notify the House thereof. 


40 Memorials to Congress, to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, or the head of 


either of the departments. shall be consid- 


ered in Committee of the Whole before be- 
ing adopted. 

4]. Tt shall be competent for any member, 
when a question 1s being taken, to call for the 
ayes and nays, which shall be inserted in the 
journal.

47. No standing rule or order of the Coun- 
cil shall be rescinded or changed without one 
day's notice being given of the motion there- 
for.

48, Every resolution debated shall lie over 
one day. 


49. When nominations for office shall be 
made by the Governor, a future day, to take 
them into consideration, shall be assigned. 
Pievious to such consideration the Coun- 
cil Chamber shall be cleared of all persons, 
excepting the members, the Secretary, and 
the Sergeant-at-Arms, and the doors closed, 
and every member and officer shall keep se- 
cret all such matters as take place therein, 
unless otherwise ordered by thc Council. 
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42 Itshall be in order for the standing 
committee to report on enrolled bills at any 
time. 

43, A Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, Doorkeeper, Watchman, and 
Messenger shall be elected by ballot, to hold 
theu ofhces during the pleasure of the Coun- ' 
cl he Secretary shall keep a correct jour-’ 
nal of the daily proceedings of the Council, 
and shall perform such other duties as shall 
be assigned to him as such secretary. He 
shall permit no journals, recoids, accounts, 
or papers to be taken from tlie table, or out 
of his custody, other than in the regular 
mode of business, and if any papers in his

of the journal of proceedings, the engross- 
ing, enolling, transcribing, and copying of 
bills and resolutions, and generally perform 
the duties of Secretary, under the direction 
of the President. 

44. The rules of Parliamentary practice 
comprised in Jefferson's Manuel, shall govern 
the Council in all cases to which they are 
applicable, and in which they are not incon- 
sistent with these rules and the orders of 
the Council and the joint rales and orders of 
the Council and House of Representatives.

1 Ix every case of amendment to a bill 
agreed to in one house, and dissented to in 
the other, if either house shall request a con- 
ference, and appoint a committee to confer, 
such committee shall, at a convenient hour, 
to be agreed on by the chairman, meet in 
their conference chamber and state to each 
verbally, or in writing, as either shall choose, 
the reasons of their respective Houses for and 
against the amendment, and confer freely 
thereon.
